Conic lo lliliik about K. wc liavcii'L heard 
much about the army's ordnance branch— 
which designs, purchases and services tanks, 
Buns, munitions, combat and stafr vehicles, 
and most of the things with which men -fight 
except planes and water craft. 

That Is worthy of note In view of the fre- 
quent and loo often Justified criticisms which 
have swirled about the heads of other war 
planning and procurement agencies. 

When the British evacuated Dunkirk, and 
scurried back to their Island .sanctuary with- 
out arms, cartridges, or anything much ex- 
cept their risL';, wc hastily sent them Just 
nhout every weapon and munition .In our 
ttlmast bare cupboard. 

It was the task of the ordnance depart- 
ment, with utmost haste, lo rep(ace those 
guns, that powder, and the other material of 
war out of an economy, which, during years 
of pacifism, wc had deliberately denillltarlzed 
by malnutrition. 

The way t'nat Job ha$ been done is n tribute 
to the quiet devotion of the Utile ordnance 
nucleus which the army managed to main- 
tain through Jean years. How little, you may 
be the Judpi;. There were Just 273 offlcer.1 In 
the entlii- cslabll-shment. 

Rearmament has been achieved with little 
publicity because It has been done well. Crlt' 
Ictsms have been few and for the most part 
badly founded. When the story of our tanks. 
our anti-aircraft and antlrlank guns, , out 
Qarand semi-automatic rifles can be told, 
ihcn MaJ'.-Gen. Levin Campbell and hl.i de- 
voted lltllo staff will be In line for public 
gratitude as great as that to which our hcrplc 
combat units arc entitled. 

Much of that success Is attributable to the 
caliber of the men Involved. Much Is due to 
the decentralization program planned dur- 
ing the first World war. extended during the 
lean years of peace, and now being completed 
by General Campbell. 

The ordnance chief Is that paradox, a 
naval ncademy graduate holdlntr-major rank 
In the army. He was our leading tank design 
er In the between-war period. He thinks of 
himself ns a factory manager tor the flghtlns 
units. He Is a foe of red tape. He conceives It 
to be the Job of a military adminUstrator to 
get things. done. last and right. 

Tlicrcforo he has decentralized his work to 
the limit. Planning and designing inevitably 
are entered. In his own office In Washington. 
Procurement and Inspection are done In the 
field. Any of his 13 district,'; Is authorized to 
huy up to a S5.000.000 order without even a 
signature from Washington. Larger orders 
are handled ,in the field, though the forms 
have to go to the capital lor forma! approval. 

The proof of the pudding is In the eathiK. 
Ordnance's pudding has a swcci and .spicy 
taste for us, a bitter one for the axis. We 
commend the ordnance department's exam- 
ple to some other Washington war agencies,

WAR ON' TIIK WATKItFHONT 

Joe Curran, two-fI5ted president of tlic 
National Maritime' union, has Just recently 
repealed his charges that ships carrying war 
supplies from U. 8.' cast coa.*;! ports to llic 
^battle fronts were being lost berau.se they 
were badly loaded. 

That brings up an Interesting bit of b,ick- 
ground -that's not generally known. 

Curran first made these charges la.st April. 
He printed them In his union's newspaper. 
The Pilot. Later he went to Wa-shlngton and 
spread these accusations before the house of 
representatives committee on merchant mar- 
ine and fisheries. At that time he listed eight 
^ilps which he charged had been loaded 
badly. • 

Proof on the eight cases is dJf/Jciilt lo 
establish. All eight of the ships Curran 11,'ilcd 
did run Into trouble 'after they left V. 5. 
ports. One tt*as torpedoed and another has 
been given tip for lost. Several ran Into 
storms. One had a mechanical breakdown. 
One went aground. Tko did have to return to 
port to be reloaded. 

Biit When It comes to pinning down all 
these disasters to the one cause of bad load- 
ing, not even the Insurance companies can . 
definitely fix the blam^ and there has been ; 
no evidence of any other cases of this kind ! 
since Curran made his charges. 

Even If Curran'a charges were true, It 
should be taken Into consideration that these 
arc eight cases out of perhaps thousands, so 
one begins to look elsewhere for the reasons 
that may be causing all the Issue . 

Curran'a imion. It so happens, is a union of 
seamen — the men who actually sail the ships 
and to whom all credit Is due for having done 
t hetolc Job.' Curran'a union Is affiliated with 
the CXO. The men who load the ships which 
Curran's sallora operate, however, belong to 
the International Longshoremen's union 
headed by Joseph P. Ryan. This union Is 
alflllflted with the A. F. of L. 

And that might suggest that the old union 
feud iB amoulderlng in the backgipund.
